May borrow SecrioN 1. The common council of the city of
P hraeora” Milwaukee, upon the request or recommendation of a
street. majority of the Ninth ward members thereof, are
hereby authorized to appropiiate and use from the

Ninth ward fund of said city, a sum of money sufficient

to pay for certain lands necessary to be taken for the

opening and extending of Thirteenth street in said

inth ward, from the north line of Vliet street to the

westerly line of Fond du Lac avenue. Such appro-

priation and use of said money shall not be ‘'made un-

til the sum or sums to be paid to the owner or vwners

of the lands necessary to be taken for the purposes

aforesaid, or the parties interested therein, shall have

been determined in the proceedings heretofore com-

menced, and now pending for the purpose of opening
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and extending said street.  Said proceedings shall not
bestayed or invalidated by paying for said lands out
